I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  deport  for  the  year  ended 
3t  becenber,  1963. 


The  population  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General  showed  an  increase 
• 30 ; considerably  less  than  the  267  of  the  previous  year. 


Live  births  were  5 more  in  number  than  in  19^2 , continuing  the 
•v.rd  trend  of  the  previous  three  years.  Still  births  and  infant  deaths 
• re  each  four  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  Perinatal"  mortality 
still  births  and  deaths  under  one  weeb)  was  lower  by  k. 

Apart  from  an  epidemic  of  measles  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
Tectious  diseases  was  low . Tire  evaluation  of  vaccines  against  measles 

i now  being  undertaken . 

There  were  4 more  deaths  from  tuberculosis  than  in  19^2,  but  the 
gure  for  new  notifications  at  19  was  the  lowest  yet  recorded.  The  number 
cases  on  tho  register  dropped  for  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  from  307  to 
’5  and  for  Non-Pul- nonary  Tuberculosis  from  28  to  2 h. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  was  21  fewer  than  previously  but  the 
at!  rate  for  Merioneth  is  a little  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
les.  This  is  accounted  for  in  the  age  structure  of  the  population,  with 
s higher  proportion  of-  elderly  people . 


Deaths  from  cancer  were  three  more  than  in  19^2  and  cancer  of  tire 
ng  and  bronchus  increased  from  12  tc  20  while  cancer  of  the  stomach 

creased  by  one.
